School Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board and Citizens of Milan: 


Herewith is presented for your consideration the report of 
your Superintendent of Schools, together with statistical table for 
the last complete school year ending July 1, 1921. 


As I have been connected with your schools since September, 
1921, my report must necessarily be limited to that time. 


Since school opened in the fall and up to the present time the 
Superintendent has made a total of 90 visits to the several schools 
of the town and an average of about 13 visits per school. 


At the beginning of the fall term, the 1921 State Program 
of Study was placed in the hands of all teachers and work as- 
signed for the different grades in accordance with that program. 
Since then at the various visits of your superintendent, classes 
have been examined in different subjects and an attempt has been 
made to see that the required work is done in every school and 
also to see that the work in the different schools throughout the 
town is somewhat near uniform, thus insuring the same degree 
of progress to all pupils regardless of the school which they may 
attend. 


It is the belief of the superintendent that the main essentials 
(Arithmetic, Reading, English, Spelling, History, Geography and 
Health) should first of all be well established in the schools, and 
some degree of proficiency in these subjects be assured before 
much attempt can be made to introduce supplementary work. 


Accordingly the superintendent has paid special attention to 
work in Reading in the lower grades, this being the foundation 
of nearly all work in upper grades, and to the work in Arithmetic, 
Language and Spelling in the upper grades. 


I believe that there is in the schools opportunity for improve- 
ment in those essentials, and it is my aim to see that such im- 
provement is made. 
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In order to test and evaluate the work in Spelling of the 
different grades, the Ayres Spelling Scale has been placed in:the 
hands of every teacher, and frequent tests and checking up in 
accordance with this scale thas been required in all schools. 

Similarly to evaluate the.work in writing the Houston Writ- 
ing Seale has been introduced. It is also planned to give in the 
near future a test to all pupils to determine whether or not they 
are able to obtain proper results from reading, and if such re- 
sults are not obtained to see to it that any deficiencies are made 
good. 


The school buildings of the town, thanks to the work of for- 
mer superintendents and school boards, are generally in very 
good condition as regards lighting, heat and ventilation. The 
interior of the upper room at Milan Village should be tinted a 
lighter color. The lighting in both rooms at the Village is not 
wholly in accordance with standards set by the State, and the 
same holds true of the building at West Milan. With the new 
furnaces now installed in the village schools, the heating and 
ventilation should be very satisfactory. 


The building at Hodgdon Hill is in need of an additional. win- 
dow in order to receive the required amount of lighting. 


I believe that the teachers ‘as a whole are endeavoring to give 
their best services for the welfare of the pupils and that by the 
end of the year we should be able to show some results. 


There is at Milan Village a considerable demand among pu- 
pils and parents for an extension of school work beyond the eight. 
grades. It would seem that some arrangement to satisfy this de- 
mand should be made. ‘There is sufficient space at the Village 
Building to provide for additional classes. While the expense of 
the school system might be slightly increased, it would seem a 
somewhat niggardly policy to deprive deserving children of their 
only opportunity for further education. It would be well if the 
District and Board could see fit to make provision for work for 
at least two years beyond the eight grades. The expense in com- 
parison to the benefit obtained would be negligible. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board for the 
assistance given me in becoming acquainted with the schools and 
school system of Milan.
